Otherwise, it won t be able to borrow nearly $3 
million at a low interest rate and lengthy payout 
from the FHA 
TAYLOR WAS CONFRONTED and at first 
confounded by a sim ilar problem about three 
years ago. except that it had to ante up twice 
that sum. a cool half m illion' Taylor had never 
raised this kind of money for anything. Some of 
the community leaders despaired, pointing out 
that it had been pretty difficult to find $50,000 for 
its industrial foundation several years back In 
fact, that $50 thousand was the greatest sum that 
had been raised for any civic project 
Nevertheless.

One farm er who lives close to 
Georgetown owned a building in Taylor, which 
he gave The building sold for $20,000 Dedica­ 
tion tags for hospital rooms netted a substantial 
sum. while interiors were furnished at $1,000 
each throughout the entire building “ In fact,” 
Livingston com mented “ we had more people 
ready to furnish rooms than we had rooms 
These people were also honored with a sm all 
plaque placed inside rooms they furnished 


Understand. I am not here advocating such a 
drive in Georgetown. If one can be avoided so 
much the better We all are pretty hard-pressed 
for cash right now On the other hand, if there is 
no alternative the Taylor exam ple certainly im ­ 
plies we ought to be able to raise the necessary 
amount through a well-organized drive here 
WE SAY IT AGAIN, Georgetown has to have 
adequate hospital facilities to take care of the in­ 
creased population in this area And. finally, it 
should be carefully rem em bered that the 
hospital will be created to benefit the public, not

Animal warden 
gets *125 raise 


The City of Georgetown apparently prevented 
the resignation of its animal warden Friday 
morning by raising his salary from $125 to $250 a 
month. 
Animal warden Fred Langenegger told the 
SUN Thursday that he intended to quit the job 
before the City Council m eeting June 4 and thai 
chances were “ very slim ” that city officials 
could change his mind 
City M anager Leo Wood said Friday after­ 
noon however, that Langenegger had conferred 
with him that morning and “there are no 
problem s with the animal warden, none at all. 
Freddie says he s going to go right on with 
the job. and he seemed to be just as enthusiastic 
when he left here as he was the day he took the 
job,' added Wood. 
Wood explained th a t th e city doubled 
Langenegger s salary, and that this seemed to 
satisfy him completely. 
Langenegger explained that he spends m ore 
than 40 hours a week on the job. som etim es 60 or 
more, he said, and that “ people seem to think 
I m available 24 hours a day ’ 
Since he took the anim al warden job in 
September. 1974 
said Langenegger 
he has 
received an increasing num ber of public 
business calls which should be directed to the 
city power plant which takes m essages for him 


“ People call up at all hours of the night 
som etim es for no reason.’- he said He cited one 
instance in which he was called to remove a 
dead snake from a residence 
It was already 
dead and they could have just picked it up and 
thrown it rn the trash can,” he commented 
Langenegger said he originally took the job to 
remove a large number of stray anim als from 
his own neighborhood 
After that I just started cleaning up the city 
by going through it section by section ” 
He said that in his first month on the job he 
picked up 150 stray dogs on San Jose Street 
alone, including 19 in one day at a single railroad 
crossing 
According to Langenegger, his original agree­ 
ment with the city was that he would catch stray 
anim als between the hours of 8 a rn. and 5 p. rn 
on his days off from his Austin job 
Langenegger said the number of calls to his

Blind corners have to go 


Spring foliage has blossomed all around 
Georgetown, and so have blind corners 
Service-station owners and many persons with 
green thumbs may be visited soon when the city 
begins inspecting Georgetown street intenser 
lions for trees shrubs and signs which block 
m otorists' vision or hide traffic signs and 
signals 
Assistant City M anager W L Walden said 
Tuesday that city ordinance stipulates that at 
each com er, a triangular area formed by the 
curbs for a length of 25 feet each way from the 
corner and by a diagona connecting these lines 
m ust be free of obstructions to vision 
Maximum penalty for violation of the or­ 
dinance is a $200 fine plus court costs 
W alden said the t jy / *es not folicw an 
se 
program to identify blind corners nor does it 
begin to seek danger spots at any specified date 
He explained that city officials and crews begin 
to watch for blind com ers when trees and bushes 
start to fill out in spring and summ er. 
Walden said service stations frequently place 
signs in a hazardous m anner, but added that the 
city has seldom been forced to impose the legal 
penalty. 
W e usually warn residents to trim their trees 
up to a height of six feet and to trim their shrubs 
at com ers and they usually cooperate, 
said 
W alden “ I can't rem em ber the city ever having 
to prosecute any cases

At the risk 01 harping on this subject, I am compelled to 
say this much more about the disgraceful unemployment 
racket which is an inexcusable 
and should be an in­ 
tolerable 
burden on Americans who work for a living 
You arc* told that unemployment figures are worsened by 
the flood tide of school-agers looking for jobs 
YET LOOK AT YOUR NEWSPAPER, with column after 
column of help-wanted ads, and you’ll soon come to the con 
elusion that the statistics are worsened 
not by people look 
mg for jobs but by people who are not looking By school- 
agers and others who are choosing to take the sum m er off on 
unemployment pay. 
My interest in the unemployment racket was enhanced by 
experience in our home-base city of Chicago 
Here is a city where unemployment is in excess of 10“ and 
yet you can’t find enough workers willing to drive cabs, run 
elevators, bellhop, work as clerks or typists or maids or 
salesmen or guards or caretakers or ushers or secretaries or 
gas station attendants 
Today’s Chicago Tribune includes ads for workers to fill 
thousands of available jobs. And such ads appear day after 
day after day while we continue to pay anybody who does not 
want to work $116 a week, tax free 
ALL YOU HAVE TO IK) is to register with the Illinois 
State Unemployment Service, tell them that the available 
jobs are not suitable, and they’ll pay you very generously for 
loafing all summ er 
Martin Feldstein, Harvard economics professor, has 
prepared for Congress a study of the unemployment situa 
lion in the United States Among his recommendations for 
reducing the unemployment rate from 10% to 2% is “ a 
restructuring of the unemployment compensation system ” 
One of the facts revealed by the Feldstein study is that less 
than half of the jobless at any given time, less than half, are 
persons who have lost their jobs 
Historically, more than half of the “ unem ployed" are peo 
pie who have never had jobs or who have quit their jobs 
In 1972, when our nation was riding the crest of an un­ 
precedented period of economic prosperity, we still averag 
ed 4 5% unemployed 
Then, as now, a housew ife could 
“com e out of 
retirem ent,” register with the unemployment office and 
claim unemployment pay 
Historically, periods of recession have been beneficial 
because they required individuals and industry alike to im ­ 
prove efficiency. Hut the new factor 
the reward for not 
working which often exceeds the pay for working 
tends to 
cancel out that benefit 
Now, instead, the June graduate’s first experience in the 
world of com m erce and industry is likely to be as a gold 
bricking freeloader, with little or no incentive to shape up. 
work hard, get ahead, become tax PAYERS. 
LABOR LEADERS GEORGE MEANY and Leonard 
Woodcock are demanding that “ government create jobs for 
the unemployed “ That s one way 
A better way is for government to deny unemployment pay 
to any able bodied anybody who refuses jobs which are 
already available

Bills missing 
target? 
Our state scions are still thrashing around in their 
attem pt to create an educational bill that will be suf­ 
ficiently responsive to the schoolteacher lobby and at 
the same time adequately take care of what the act is 
supposed to do - insure equal education for all school 
children in Texas regardless of where they live 


IN R ELENT DAYS two versions of the bill have 
been given considerable review in the press. Each 
would provide a starting salary of $8,000 for teachers 
and, in addition, some extra funds to most school dis­ 
tricts in the state The D allas Morning News and the 
Austin American ran articles showing how much extra 
money their respective school systems would receive 
under the schemes In each case, let it be noted, there 
would be considerable extra funding 
As most know by now, all this attention to the state 
educational system was brought about as the result of 
a State Supreme (’curt order to equalize education on 
the basis of state wealth, rather than on wealth (or 
lack of it) in the individual school districts. 


OBVIOUSLY THE DALLAS Independent School 
District is in position to fund its school systems m ore 
adequately than, say, Jarrell, Liberty Hill, or 
Granger We think the intent of the court order was not 
to give extra funding to the wealthier districts, but to 
provide enough additional money for the poorer 
schools to bring them to par with those that have had 
the benefit of adequate money all along. 
For instance, the $721 million House Bill, which 
Speaker Billy Clayton praised at the beginning of this 
week, allocates 60 per cent of that sum to teacher 
salary increases, although the Supreme Court never 
mentioned teacher wages. Only 20 per cent of the 
money would actually go to remedy the problem. 
which is the disparity of school spending between rich 
and poor school districts. 
Just $76 million of the $721 million bill would be 
dedicated to the financial equalization of school 
systems. 


NEITH ER THE HOUSE nor the Senate bill reaches 
the implication of the Rodriguez decision by the 3- 
judge court in San Antonio. 
The House bill threatens to increase taxes on many 
individual school districts. To the school districts it 
says, in effect, ‘‘count up your property at full m arket 
value and if you are really poor we will see if we can 
help out a little.” 
We’ll venture a guess on what is going to happen 
A bill will be passed, giving the teachers a substan­ 
tial raise but offering sm all relief to the poorer dis­ 
tricts 
It will be ruled inadequate by the Texas 
Supreme Court shortly, which will call for another 
costly piece of legislation to fund the poor districts. 
The price of that legislation will be high enough to 
force the state into new tax programs based on per­ 
sonal income.

The warning came from 
Donald Miller, chief counsel 
of the Justice Departm ent’s 
drug enforcement adm inis 
tration, in testimony before a 
Senate 
subcommittee 
on 
juvenile delinquency. 


Sen Birch Bayh, the In­ 
diana Democrat who chairs 
the subcommittee, told a 
hearing the United States 
spends too much money, an 
estimated 
$600 
million 
a 
year, in pursuit of marijuana 
offenders 


The subcommittee is con 
sidering 
legislation 
that 
would make possession of up 
to one ounce of marijuana a 
civil, not crim inal, offense 
carrying a $100 fine 


Mr. Miller said the Justice 
Department 
opposes 
“de­ 
criminalization’’ of simple 
marijuana offenses. 


“ If we do not continue to 
have 
and 
enforce 
laws 
against m arijuana use,’’ Mr. 
Miller said, “ the cooperation 
we can expect from foreign 
governments in helping us 
control our heroin and co­ 
caine problem will be sig 
nificantly reduced.'

Roscoe Drummond 
Ford besting Congress? 


Washington 
A new and quite unexpected political situ- 
at ion is developing in Washington 
The heavily Democratic Congress is run­ 
ning out of steam 
President Ford is picking up momentum 
It wasn't supposed to be like that. Congress 
was going to run the store and the President 
was to take what it delivered 
It is not working that way. 
Obviously Mr Ford would like to have more 
of his legislative prescriptions filled as writ­ 
ten. but the central fact is that Congress is 
beginning to lose the initiative and the 
President is gaining the initiative in three 
areas of high priority. 
Here is the evidence: 
Congress is in the process of approving the 
adm inistration’s $32 billion military weapons 
budget without reduction. 
Congress is stepping back from huge new 
spending programs which would have pushed 
the federal deficit to $60 or a HOO billion. 
Congress is abdicating almost entirely its 
attem pt to write an energy-conservation pro­ 
gram and is signaling the White House to take 
over. 
The President isn t winning them all — the 
tax cut was bigger and different than he 
recommended — but on balance Ford is 
prevailing over the Democratic Congress 
more than anyone anticipated a few months 
ago. 
Defense, high deficit spending, and energy 
conservation are major issues, and the latest 
lests of strength in Congress are favorable for 
the President. 
The military hardware bill was passed by 
the House of Representatives by a vote of 333 
to 63. and when a final push was mobilized to 
cut it by $1.9 billion the sponsors lost 183 to 216. 
Congress will succeed in adding about $10 
billion to the budget ceiling which the White 
B oite sought But the Democratic majority 


seems to be veering away from massive new 
spending programs. When the final account is 
in, the totals will likely be far nearer Ford’s 
than w hat the Democrats were readying early 
this year 
And, on energy, the President has been 
willing to hold back on his own conservation 
measures so as to give Congress time to come 
forward with its own plans to reach the same 
end by different means. 
No meaningful energy legislation is yet in 
sight. The House Ways and Means Committee 
had something it was going to take to the floor, 
but pulled it back because it faced IOO floor 
amendments and stood little chance of surviv­ 
ing.

* Appropriations: The Senate 
has passed a $12.1 billion ap­ 
propriation bill, and the House 
has just approved a sim ilar 
$11.9 billion bill. The House 
succeeded in cutting only $3.8 
m illion from appropriations 
com m ittee proposals, which I 
regard as a m easly amount. 
If the House and Senate had 
knuckled down and reduced 
s p e n d i n g 
in 
s t a t e 
bureaucracies, m oney could 
have been freed up for school 
finance and other needs. I voted 
against the appropriation bill, 
as did 54 other representatives 
who thought we could have done 
a better job of budget tighten­ 
ing 
Government must cut away 
the “ fat” from the budget, and 
it has to begin doing so now . 
This appropriations bill will br­ 
ing the biggest tax bill we have 
ever seen in Texas when the 
next legislature convenes. If it 
had not been for $400 million in 
revenue sharing money, a tax 
bill would have been needed 
this year. The Governor should 
have intervened to help reduce 
this budget, but his voice was 
not heard 
•School Finance: The House, 
after rejecting both my and the 
Governor's approach to long­ 
term education reform , has 
passed a two-year $727 million 
bill to patch up our schools un- 
tilthe next legislature. The 
Senate has yet to tackle this 
bill, but its Education Com­ 
m ittee should have a bill ready 
soon 
Any 
meaningful 
sc h o o l 
finance bill would cost at least 
$1 billion in order to reduce 
local pro p erty tax es 
Gov. 
Briscoe’s threat to veto a bill 
this expensive m arks the se­ 
cond time the Governor has put 
education at the bottom of his 
list. 
I opposed the stop-gap educa­ 
tion bill. We need to stop put­ 
ting education off and deal with 
improving our schools; if we do 
not, local taxpayers will be 
bankrupted. What the Governor 
means when he says “ no new 
taxes' is no new taxes on oil 
and gas going out of state. His 
statem ent doesn t apply to you 
and me and other Texans who 
pay ever higher local property 
taxes 
•Utility Regulation: The utili­ 
ty situation looks somewhat 
more promising The House has 
passed a strong utility commis­ 
sion bill that would give the 
consumer some real clout in 
dealing with the utility com­ 
panies, and the Senate has ap­ 
proved a som ew hat weaker 
m easure 
Hopefully, the con­ 
ference com m ittee will stick 
closely to the House bill and 
give us a good utility regulation

A H o u s e v o t e to in- 
crease inheritance tax exem p­

Inheritance taxes, along with 
inflation, can reduce an estate 
to almost nothing overnight, 
which in my opinion, is grossly 
unfair to the family owning the 
estate.

TEA recommends 
community plans 
for Jarrell School 
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The Jarrell school board will 
meet Wednesday. June 4. rn the 
d istric t’s Special Services 
Room, with the Texas Educa­ 
tion Association taking a “wait 
and see" attitude on accredita­ 
tion for the district. 
The board will also meet in 
closed session Monday. June 2, 
to interview for new personnel 
School Supt A. L Lytle said 
Thursday he does not yet know 
what wiil be on the agenda for 
Wednesday’s meeting beyond 
“ regular m atters.’’ 
H A. Phillips, head of TEA S 
Accreditation Division, said 
W ednesday, “ I don’t know 
what’s going to happen" in con­ 
nection with the accreditation 
of the Jarrell school system. 
Jarrell Independent School 
District is currently on TEA’S 
probation list for shortcomings 
in sc h o o l p ro g ra m s and 
facilities, especially the Jarrell 
High School building con­ 
structed in 1916. 
Accreditation teams visiting 
the district in the past two 
years have found considerable 
improvement of educational 
p ro g ram s, 
but they have 
sighted the need for better 
facilities. 
Phillips said TEA has not set 
a firm deadline for Jarrell to 
present plans to upgrade its 
school facilities and programs. 
Jarrell voter in March rejected 
a $650,000 bond proposal to 
finance construction of a new 
high school. 
Phillips also confirmed that 
TEA representative Mel Gon­ 
zalez visited the Jarrell district 
recently and that he conferred 
with Lytle May 22. 
Gonzalez’ visit was “to see 
how they are getting along over 
there" and for consultative pur­ 
poses. Phillips explained. 
He 
said he and Lytle discussed 
“ procedures for submitting 
new plans” to TEA. He added 
that he and Lytle “did not dis­ 
cuss anything of a decisive 
nature.” 
According to Phillips, TEA 
was not “highly prescriptive in 
its recommendations to the dis­ 
trict for improvement of the 
school system. 
“The solution to 
Jarrell’s 
problems lie entirely within the 
Ja rre ll Independent School 
District,’’ he commented, ad­ 
ding, “There are 400 or 500 
Jarrells in the state, a sur­ 
prisingly large number of them 
located near Georgetown. In 
the past, we may have demand­ 
ed planning capacities of these

Director of the Accreditation 
Division, explained that 35 
schools in central Texas are in­ 
volved in a pilot program of 
self-evaluation to determ ine 
where their needs lie.

Phillips said TEA has re­ 
quested the Jarrell school dis­ 
trict to follow these guidelines 
for developing improvement 
program s: 
• Set educational goals for 
the school district. 
• Set objectives for each 
school unit to meet these goals. 
• Assess the system to deter­ 
mine whether it meets the ob­ 
jectives. 
• Identify needs according to 
this assessment. 
• Place these needs in priori­ 
ty in a plan to fulfill them 


"I have every reason to believe 
they'll present an acceptable 
plan,” Phillips added 
Concerning any deadline for 
presentation of new improve­ 
ment plans acceptable to both 
TEA and Jarrell taxpayers, 
Phillips would say only that the 
agency hoped to have new plans 
“ within a reasonable period of 
time." 
Jarrell school board member 
Bud Stockton said he did not 
know how the board might 
determ ine 
whether district 
voters would support new plans 
until they come to a vote. 
"We’re just going to have to 
start making some decisions 
about what we’re going to do, 
and come up with some good 
plans," Stockton said 
He added that. "Generally 
speaking, TEA is a most helpful 
group of people, and they just 
want us to develop a good set of 
plans and follow through with 
them.’’

Nonsmokers 
airline seats

There was a long line waiting for seat 
assignments on the 747 Boston-to-London 
flight. When I finally reached the agent’s 
counter and asked for a seat in the nonsmoking 
section of the plane, I was told all available 
seats in that area had been assigned. 
A m urm ur of protest from several people 
behind me indicated that they, too, wanted to 
be seated in the nonsmoking section. 


I asked, if there were enough additional 
passengers requesting seats among nonsmo­ 
kers, could more be allocated? The agent 
graciously apologized for any inconvenience 
that might be caused me and those other 
passengers requesting seats in the nonsmoking 
section, but allocations of seating already had 
been made and could not be altered by him, 
He did suggest to several of us that we write 
to the airline and request more seats for 
nonsmokers. He also suggested that a letter to 
the Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB) would 
help. 
It now is apparent that such letters to airline 
and CAB officials have brought results. Since 
the 1973 ruling by the CAB that U.S. airlines 
set aside a certain num ber of seats for 
nonsmokers, the number of such seating has 
risen from 35 percent to 50 percent of the total 
— which apparently is still not enough 


Encouragement provided 
It was somewhat ironic for me to sit in the 
smoking section of the plane on this transat 
)antic flight, for in August of isM) I published 
on these pages a column with the headline 
“Plea for Smoking Curb Aboard Airliners." 
This was the first outspoken request that the 
nonsmoker’s rights be considered equally with 
those of the smoker. 


It was this column that encouraged literally 
hundreds of nonsmokers, who for years had 
tolerated the discomfort of sitting next to 
smokers on planes, to voice their own "plea” 
to be segregated 
"We just didn’t know how and where to 
complain,” most of the w riters stated. Their

letters were passed on to the proper author­ 
ities, and as other columnists joined the 
campaign 
for nonsmoking sections, Pan 
American World Airlines was one of the first 
to announce nonsmoking seating in their 
planes. Other U.S. airlines soon followed. 
Although European airlines are not required 
to adhere to that 1973 CAB ruling, they, too, 
have set aside sections for nonsmokers. 
Although the situation for the nonsmoker 
has improved substantially over the past few 
years aboard airplanes, there remains the 
problem of keeping the smoker from walking 
up and down the aisles and into the nonsmok­ 
ing section, puffing and exhaling tobacco 
fumes. Cabin crews make every effort to 
control this situation, but on such large planes 
as the 747 or DC10 it is a difficult task. 


Others follow suit 
Another problem the airlines are facing is 
the assignment of a front-row seat in the 
nonsmoking section which is right behind the 
row for smokers. If the nonsmoker happens to 
be behind a "chainsmoker,” he or she is about 
as badly off as if he or she were sitting in the 
same row. Smoke curling into the air drifts 
back, causing discomfort in the first and 
second rows assigned to the nonsmokers. 
Indeed it is more and more apparent that 
airlines are going to have to establish smoking 
lounges and forbid any smoking by passen­ 
gers in their seats. On larger planes, espe­ 
cially, there is room where this can be 
conveniently done. And it does appear that the 
CAB will have to make such a ruling in view of 
the increasing complaints of passengers who 
object to breathing the obnoxious fumes of 


tobacco generated either at close range or at a 
distance. 
Other U.S. 
transportation systems are 
adopting airline practice by providing non­ 
smoking sections on trains and buses. Amtrak 
allows no smoking in coach cars. Cigarettes 
are permitted in lounge cars, dining cars, 
grills, and restrooms Protests are coming 
from a large number of train passengers 
against smoking in dining cars, where people 
are in close proximity to one another. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission has the 
power to rule that there will be no smoking in 
dining cars. Enough protests to it will bring 
this about.
